Hi  Jason 

We  are  planning  on  arriving  Monday  afternoon  for  a short  training,  organizing  teams  and 
equipment  and  have  a short  health  and  safety  briefing.  The  plan  is  to  have  4 teams  of  3 to 
sample  -100  locations  for  flows,  water  quality  parameters  and  metals.  I would  like  to  have 
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teams  set  up  for  the  whole  week  but  if  you  can’t  do  that  it  would  be  preferable  to  have  folks 
show  up  on  Monday  and  leave  early. 


It  sounds  like  you  have  experience  with  this  type  of  work.  Do  you  have  the  40  hour  hazwoper 
(Hazardous  Waste  Operations  and  Emergency  Response  Standard)  training? 


We  have  gone  to  great  lengths  to  acquire  written  permission  from  land  owners  for  the  do  this 
sampling.
